In the history of the Massachusetts 10th Regiment is this state¬ 
ment;—“When in the fall of 1861 the typhoid fever was decimating 
-the ranks of the 10th at Brightwood (near V*'ashington, D.C.), two 
ministering angels in human form left their happy northern homes 
to serve these men in camp. Their stay with the regiment was a 
blessing from the start, and every soldier, whether well or ill has 
never failed to sing their -praises when the names of Mrs. Solomon 
Merrick and Miss Helen Wolcott were mentioned.” 

Of this experience Miss Wolcott wrote many years later;—“In 
regard to Mv.s. Merrick and myself, nurses in the old 10th Regiment, 
1 could tell you more than I can write. It is all very fresh in my 
mind. The first night we slept on the floor of the tent. The next 
day the carpenter made up a very good bedstead. I shall never for¬ 
get how glad the sick men were to see us, as one said “Any one in 
petticoats:” I fully recall one from Northampton who died very 
soon, his parents coming at the very last moment. Mrs. Frank 
Blair, whose home was near, came often to see and care for us’.’ 

Helen Wolcott was bom on the Springfield Armory grounds 
Sept. 26, 1826. Her father, a storekeeper at the Armory, later mov¬ 
ed the family to West State St. Tn 1843 he bought a home on Main 
St., in Agawam Center. 

Helen was considered quite a beauty in those days and to this 
is due the fact that her likeness appears on the Washington Monu¬ 
ment. While visiting in New York state she chanced to meet the 
artist, who was designing a stone the state was giving for the: 
monument. He asked her to pose with 2 other girls for the design, I 
which is now familiar to thousands of visitors in Washington, D. C.' 

When Mi.ss Wolcott died in Agawam at the age of 86, the funeral, 
service was attended by a delegation and honorary bearers from the , 
10th Massachusetts Regiment Association who always remembered i 
her help and in.spii-ation during the dark days of the Civil War. I
